The meeting was called to order with Mayor Drake presidine.

MR, CHARLES WEST, Rosedale P.T.A., appeared requesting a light at UY9th end
Burnet Read to help the school children at this crossing. He had the endorsement
of the Worih Austin Civie Cludb in this request. MR, J. A. AMIS also spoke for thi
traffie light., The traffic count at this lecatlon did not indicate the need for
a traffic light, end this group asked that in gpite of the traffic count, that a
1ight he placed there. After much discussion, this matter was referred to the Tr
fic and Safety Committee to make a recommendation, and the group was advised that
as soon as the Council received a report from this Committee, they would be noti~
fied, snd that this matter would be placed on the Committee's agenda for its next
meeting,
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The =zoning application of JOSPHINE VISCARDI for change of z0ne of the property
at 407=-11 East 5th Street from "BY Residente to "C" Commerciel was brought up for
congideration., The terraine of the property was under discusslon, as there was
a cresk running through it, Councilman Long moved that this.application be re-
referred to the Zoning Board for a study of Lot Ne, 5 in thisapplication, only,
to see if they would recommend Lot No. 5 for "C" Commercial. The motion, seconded
vy Councilman MacCorkle, carried by the following vote:

Discugsion of two traffic ordinances was held. The ordinances covered the
following changes:

and 6300 P.M. upon that portion of the streets hereinafter described
and enumerated:

West 6th Street on the north side from Henderson Street
west to Lamar Boulevard,

Fast Fleventh Street on the north and south sides from
the west property line of San Jacinto Street west to the
east ‘property line of Brazos Street extending north from
East 1l1th Street.

Section 21{g). No vehicle shall be perked between hours of 7:00 #«M,
and 9300 A.M. upon that portion of the streets hereinafter described
and enumerated.

Rast 1l1th Street on the north snd soubth sides from the west
property line of San Jacinto west to the east property line
of Brazos Street extending north from ¥ast l1th Street.

Porkway Street on the gouth side from Lamar Boulevard to Bay-
lor Street,

Section 22(f)-~Add two hour parking on Parkway Street on the north side
fyrom Lamor Boukvard to Baylor Street.

Section 22(g). No vehicle shall be parked for a pericd of time longer
then two hours between the hours of 9:00 A.,M. and 6:00 P.M. upon that
portion of the streets hereinafter described and enumerated where parking
is permitted, excepting that portion of those streets where parking is
hereinbefore limited:

Porkway Street on the south side from Lamer Boulevard to Baylor
Street,

and, an ordinance covering:

West Tth Street on the north side, beginning st a point 10 feet
east of the east Iroperty line of Colorsdo and extending eastward
for = distance of 30 feet.

Colorado Street on the east side, beginning at entrance to Motoramﬁ
Garage, and extending soutiward & distance of 50!,

Bus Loeding Zone Locetions, Article 1V, Section 24(c)

Lavgea Street along the east curb on the south side a distance
of 50 feet south from West 12th Street,

On West 12th Street slong the north curb on the west side a dig~
tance of 50 feet went from Lavaca Street.

On West 12th Street slong north curb on the west side p distance
of 50 feet west from Guadalupe Street.

There was a discussion on the letter from the Traffic Bosrd. Councilman
White thought the Board and Traffic Engineer should come before the Council if
there were any digsatisfaction, and get things straightened out, Councilman
MacCorkle thought the sdvantege of Advisory Committee would be killed if every agdd
ministrative thing were referred to them. Mayer Drake stated the letter would be
engwered, and the poliey poirt ed out when the letter was answered.

The application of Marion Fowler for private boat dock was presented to the
Council, The City Manager stated he wanted o leek into some of the details of
the construction, before he would be able to meke a recommendation, The Council
took no action on the application at this tine,

Councilman Long inquired as to the kind of activity going on at Parkway and
15th, as there were some survey crews working out there, and the people in the
neighborhood were afraid they were surveying to open 15th Street., It was stated
there was a sanitary sewer to be donstructed up Bhosl Creek from the River to Gag-
ton Avenue, Councilmgn Long aeked that some kind of announcement be made on that
fact.

JESSE B. CHRISTNER 4204 Alice Zvenue From "A" Residence

Mp., Christner appeared in behalf of the application, stating he wanted to
build a dry goods store and ladies' ready to wear emd alteration shop, and he
hed plenty of property for off-strestparking. Mrs. F. D. Boling, 1203 W. Llth,
Migs Lewden, Mrs.Paul Juergene, 4402 Bellvue, #nd Mr. P. F. Newman, all spoke
in favor of this chenge. The Zoning Boerd of Adjustment did not recommend this
change, The members of the Council wanted to imspect the property persenslly,
end therefore teok no action at this meetirng, stating it would be considered

at the following meeting.
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A dlgecusgion was held on tax valuations. MR, RICXEY KEY stated there were
some inequities existing in the valuations, as would be expected; and as they
were brought to the attention of the Board, correctioms were belng made. MR. ROSA
WELL MILLER pointed out the assessment on his patio at $2.25, and the Board made
no chenge in it. Mr. Key stated i1t was classed ag an open porch, under a roof
and not as a patio. The City Attorney explained the law with reference to taxing
property on an ad valorem basis. MR. MILLER suggested two or three people to ait
in as a fact finding board. Mr. KEY stated Mr. Miller protested the valuwation of
two houses, amd the Board instructed the Tax Department to correct those two veln
tionss and if they could find others of similar nature to try to do the best they
could with what they had to work with. He stated the inspectors were doing an e
cellent job, but were working under s handicap. He also suggested an overall program
of taklng a portion of the city each year and meking a study of that section. MR,
THEO BELLMONT suggested extrea appralsers snd & review of dl fferent sections of th
city every five years. He stated the office was undermenned, MR, HOWARD BULL ex
plained how different ideas of various appraisers of the Ehrenborg Company sffected
gome .values. He said the Tax Department had only three appresisers for improvements,
and they have been putting from 10 to 15 millien dollars a year cn the books onm
new constpuction, and those appraisers could not catch the discrepancies, It was
brought out the two appraisers suthorized in the budget last year were for persongl
property, ™t as yet, these positions had not been £illed, as there were not many
applications to choose from: MR, BULL suggested & flve year appralsel plan to be
done by the Tax Deper tment appralsers, who have bBeen taught slong the same lines jf

value. There was a discussion of a Mamuel of appraisal standards. MR. BEN KING
complimented the Administration, with respect to his own experience in Austin, an
stated the FHA men in San Antonio stated Austim was the best mortgage city in
Texast the Veterans' Administration was smazed at the wey Austin had protected the
things thet made up its value, and they knew of no other situation that is guite
1ike it ig in Austin. Mr. King brought out thet this City was in better shape th
any other, He stated there were someinequitles, but there slways would be some.
He suggested the Tax Department did not have sufficient personnel to cheeck all
the properties, nor a proper manual. He msde imquiry of why the Tax Departmemt wis
under another Depariment., After further discussion, the Tax Assessor stated he h
ssked for two additional real estate appraisers in this next budget; dut for a
reappraisal of the city, he would have to have a separate group, if the review is
to be undertaken. The Mayor stated the Council would look into the suggedions.

The: Couneilidecided to hold its reguler meeting on Wednesday, November 28,
1951, instead of Thursday, November 29th.

The Coumncil recessed until 10:00 A.M.. Friday, November 23, 1951.
